Show & Tell 


John Krawczak, KJOP, brought in his 
newly acquired TenTec Rebel. This is a 
QRP, Arduino based CW transceiver. 
John explained how it operates and how 
to change between 20 & 40 meters 
(board jumpers). John tells us that there 
are numerous forums associated with 
this radio for those interested in 
experimenting. He also reports that the 
receiver is solid and stable. John 
intends to use the radio for portable 
operation this fall. 
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Leon Dill, WOCOE, brought in 3.5mm 
stereo extension cords for anyone who 
might need some. 


Craig Siegenthaler, W7BGO, brought 
in a project he has been working on for 
a while now. It is based around a Norcal 
Sierra radio and includes a tuner, 
internal LiPo batteries and solar cells on 
the top. It puts out 1 — 2 watts and he 
has worked Greenland and Surinam 
with it. He also explained how is building 
a wire beam Yagi using plastic clothes 
hangers for spacers/insulators. 
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Craig Johnson, AAOZZ, brought ina 
simple 40 meter receiver. This was a kit 
that is no longer in production. Craig 
suggested we design a board with a 
case and perhaps make it a club project. 
He also brought in a more elaborate 


receiver he had bread boarded. Craig 
also updated us on the latest changes to 
his keyer. This increases the side tone 
volume considerably. He demonstrated 
the change using a couple different 
speakers. 
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Ron Dodge, KOTC, brought in a 
connector he uses to tune his Delta loop 
for 160 meters. Ron reports good 
success with this with many 160 
contacts. 


September Presentation 


Chuck Stroud, KA8HDE, spoke on the 
subject of Why | QRP. Chuck told us of 
his own adventure of rediscovering ham 
radio, learning the code and the lure of 
QRP. He also reminded us that QRP 
operation is not limited to CW and that 
at one time, QRP was considered to be 
anything less than 100 watts!! 


Chuck provided many useful resources 
— kits, clubs, code assistance. Check his 
slide presentation out for a full list of 
these references.
